EXPENDITURE. 


The expenditure for next rear 
is estimated ta amount to $14,886- 
473 which is $208.577 more than 
the’ estimated expenditure for 
the current year. The various 
increases and decreases in each 
department. and’ the reasons. 
therefor are fully set out in the 
Sessional Paper which has been 
laid on the Table. 

Under the Head of Governor, 
Specia! Expenditure, a vote of 
$10,000 has been inserted for the 
renewal of Government House 
furniture. I regret that I should 
bein the position of asking for 
this vote on my first appearance 
as President, but the present con- 
dition of Government House has 
teen unfevourably commented 
upon in this Council and, I think, 
with justice. 

In the Colonial” Secretary's 
Department, provision has been 
made for two now . Unpassed 
Cadets, no appointments to the 
Cadet Service having been made 
during the war. Under Special 
Expenditure a sum of $659 has 
been inserted for the purchase of 
Document Presses and Cabinets. 

With a view to training a clerk 
ta take charge of the Stamp 
Office in the Treasury on the 
retirement of thé present Higher 
Grade Clerk, one First Grade 
Clerk has been added to’ the 
staff of the Stamp Office. 

In the Harbour 
Department, the posts of 
Lighthouse-keepers ‘have been 
divided into two-classes and are 
not now numbered according to 
seniority. The post of Principal 
Lighthouse-keeper . has been 
abolished on the retirement of 
the holder on pension, and also 
one post of 2nd. Grade Light- 
house-keepar, while two new 
pons of ‘2nd Class Lighthouse- 
keepers have been inserted. A 
new sub-head appears, namely, 
Blaekhead’s Hill Signal Station, 
the staff of . which has been 
re-organised. 

Under Other Charges, increases 
amounting in all ta $6,000 have}. 
been made. the present votes 
having proved insifficient, The 
| votes for coal have been, reduced 
owing tothe price being lower. 

Ie the Imports and Exports 
Department, the post of Tempor- 
ary Higher Grade Clerk has 
been abolished: and the sum of 
$10,009 inserted for the. staff for 
Salt Control is not at present 
required. 

Under Other Charges, increases 
amounting to $1,500 have been 
considered: necessary in the votes 
for Secret Service and Transport.

_ POLICE REORGANISATION. 

‘A considerable increase is 
shown in the Estimates for. ‘the 
Police and Prison Departments, 
amounting in all to §71;,323, 
The war being over, we 
are again able to obtain 
fram home able-bodied recruits 
for the Police Force and an effort 
has therefore been made not only 
to bring the Police Force up to’ 
its pre-war strengtn so far as the 
European contingent is coagern- 
ed,bui also by certain re-orzanisa- 
tions to bring the Force into con- 
formicy with the needs of the 
presentday. A list of the new 
posts which it has beer consider- 
ed necessary to make inthe 
Police Department is shown in 
Appendix II of the Estim- 
ates and the net increase 
in Personat Emoluments result- 
ing therefrom is approximately 
$37,000. -Increases have also 
been considered necessary in 
several votes under Other Charges 
of the Police Department amount- 
ing to $34,766, but reductions have 
been possible in other votes. so 
that the net increase is reduced 
to $12,566. These increases and 
decreases are fully enumerated in 
the Abstract laid on the Table. 

- The introduction of mdtor fre- 
engines has necessitetd alae re 
organisation of the Fire Brigade. 


Chauffeurs have. been: added, 
two European - Steam-engine 
Drivers have been dispensed with 
and tke number of. firemen bas 
been increased by nine. Increases 
under Other Charges have been 
required also on account of the 
rise in the cost of materials for 
repairs and of the increased num- 
ber of engines that have now to 
be kept in good o. ler. *” 

I haye read .with much satis- 
faction the excellent record of the 
work done by meinbers of the 
Police Force during the 
war. Their. numbers nave been 
rouch depleted while their duties 
have increased and they are to 
be congratulated on the manner 
in which they have grappled with 
the situation. In doing so they 
have been ably assisted by the 
Police Reserve which has been re- 
cently demobilised and to which 
I now, desire to express the grati- 
tude and appreciation of. the 
community.. Those members of 
the Police Foree who went on 
active service have nearly all 
resuroed, though some have given 
up their lives. The war record of 
the force will always redound 
to its credit, and will I hope be 
‘suitably commemorated in ‘the 


new building of thie Central Police. 


Station. 

‘In the Prison Department, 
additional house allowances have 
been ‘granted to the Warders of 
the,Indian Staff to enable senior

the Government Civil Hospital. 
The travelling allowances grant- 
ed to Nursing Sisters and Pro- 
bationers have.been ‘revised and, 
in view of present needs, increas- 


On account of the opening of a 
new. ward in the Govern- 
ment Civil Hospital - au in- 
crease. in staff has been 
required, while the extension to 
the Sisters’ Quarters has also 
necessitated an addition to their 
domestic servants. Theseadditions 


.are fully shown in Appendix II. 


The opening of the new ward and 
the increase in the cost of com- 
modities generally have also 
caused several increases in Other 
Charges amounting in all to 
$8,200. Several decreases have, 
however, been effected in other 
votes, amounting to $1,550. 
The extension to. the Lunatic 
Asylum, has also necessitated 
several Increases amounting iu 
all to $340. Owing to the general 
wesumption of trade and to the 
increased volume of shipping now. 
atriving in this port it is consider- 
ed necessary to increase the vote’ 
for coal for the launch of the 
Health .Offcer of the. Port 
by $500. Increases amounting 
to $1,945 appear also in Other 
Charges forthe Bacteriological 
Institute, due to the inclusion 
under that head of.the sums 
formerly voted under Special 
Expenditure for the preparation 
of meningocaccic serum. The 
rise in price of laboratory 
apparatus and chemicals neses- 
sitate also an increase of $1,400 
in Other Cnarges for the Govern- 
ment Laboratory. - 


SANITARY MATTERS, 

“In the Sanitary Department 
provision has been made for 
two additional Sanitary In- 
speciors ‘together with two ad- 

fial-5Sth Grade Interpreters 


Five new posts of Fire’ Brigade’ to Sanitary Inspectors... These 


are required for work in Kow- 
loon City and Shamshuipo where 
formerly. Police Inspectors have 
acted as Sanitary Inspectors in 
eddition to their otherduties. It 
is felt that these rising townships 
now require full-time Inspectors. 
There are several other increases 
to the Sanitary.Staif which are 
fully: set out with the reasons 
therefor in Appendix Il. In 
Other Cha. se: several votes have 
been ircreased, resulting in 2 
total increase of $3,950; it has 
been possible however to reduce 
other yotes ‘to the ‘extent of 
$1,450.

A CITY VIEW. 


A very hopeful view of Britain's 
afterwarcommerceand economics 
lis taken by Mr. E. Mackay 
lot ike a City man who, as head 
of the great trading firm of 
' Sperling and Co. and as a 
frequent visitor to the United 
States,speaks with high authority. 

lly is he reassuringregard- 

ing the “£ slump” in America. 
“We in Great Britain have 
very little to fear from American 
competition.” says Mr. Mackay 
Edg “ Whoever we may be-r 
banke financiers, manufac- 


‘| lturers, merchants, shipowners, or 


ship builders—we in Great 
Britain cap more than hold.our 
own. The winnjng cards are in 
our hands, and it is simply a 
question of playing them rightly. 
“Don't think that I am crabbing 
America. That would be absurd 
in view of her size. wealth, 
resources, and the industrial 
character and aptitudes of her 
people. Her position isa very 
strong one. But so also ig ours. 
AMERICA'S TROUBLES. 
“We see and know our own 
weaknesses and difficulties, and 
wedonatsee hers. But America 
has some pretty considerable 
troubles ahead of her and some 
very heavy handicapx to over- 
come. ‘In my opinion we stand a 
bet:er chance of getting through 
the rough waters than she does. 


“ This question of the American 
exchange. It looks a very bed 
thing for us when the pound is 
only worth about 17s. in New 
York. Soinawayitis. But-it 
is very much. worse for 
Americans. It means that we 
cannot afford to purchase.in the 
United States, that we will buy 
anywhere except there, and that 
we will only take such American 
goods and products as. we are 
physically unable to get from 
some other country where the 
exchange is less adverse. The 
fall in the velue of the pound as 
measured in dollars is the biggest 
obstacle to American exports that 
anyone could desire. 

“America just only wants to 
export all she can. -She is loaded 
up with goods and products. She 
has paid extravagant and utterly 
uneconomic .wages to produce 
them, and she has done so in the 
expectation that Europe would 
have to purcHase them at any 
figure. But the Zuropean demand 
is falling off—largely because of 
the chaotic state of the exchanges 

“America must either sell at a 
logs or cut'down production.:” In 
either case there is bound to baa 
drop in wages. And when wages 
begin to drop, then look out for 
squalls.” -

“ For generations the cominerce 
of the wurld has gor itcelf trans- 
acted through London; the chan-. 
nels have been cut very deep, and 
they will not be easily changed: 


“London to-day Is as predomin- 
antly the centre and clearing 
house.of international trade and 
finance as she ever was. . 

“Thave large shipbuilding in- 
terests in Great Britain, and Isay 
quite simply that I do not fear 
American competition. Why not? 


“In the first place because their 
yards cannot turn out, and will, 
not be able to for, a 
long a while to come, 
the special ships for the purposes 
of spécial trades which are the 
backbone of the British mercan- 
tile marine. 


“Secondly, because their costs 
of construction are very far ahead 
of ours. | . 


“Thirdly, because their ex- 
penses of operating a ship are also, 
owing to legislation, at least 30 
per cent. heavier than ours. 

“Fourthly, because they have 
noteven the beginning of that 
wonderful network and organisa- 
tion of shipping agencies which 
our own people have built” up 
round the world.

His 
calm courage, unflinching pursuit, 
of, a settled policy. and 
downright scorn of all humbug. 
have marked him as a strong 
man. His qualities as a debater 
have been most thorough. 
"The establishment of the 
Ministry of Health has kept Dr. 
Addison a good deal out of Parlia- 
mect, and the housing campaign 
* has madé him’ still more busy 
with administrative matters since 
the Ministry of Health came into 
being. The Local Government 
Board that was needed a good deal

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TRSDAY, 
OUR BUDGET.

From the purely personal standpoint, His Excellency the 
Governor must pave felt himself somewhat awkwardly pl aced to-day, 
for,.on the very first occasion on which he has presided over the 
Legislative Council, he as beén called upon to present the annua 
Budget statement. Having been in the Colony only just oner @ 
fortnight, the Estimates must have been more or less cut and drie 
before he assumed the Governorship, and His Excellency is there- 
fore working on the programme mapped out for him by others. 
However, he is happily placed in the respect that he takes over 
what, in business parlance, would be termed a prosperous concern. 
Let us take a brief glance at the main figures. The present year 
began with a credit balance of over five million dollars (which ‘was 
$1,085,926 more than estin.ated), and it is expected to end with 
$1,977,810 in hand. As to the coming year, a considerable shrink- 
- agein revenue is anticipated, whilst eapenditure is put at a higher 
figure than this year’s, the expectation being that 1920 will close 
with a credit balance of $428,327. This is an infinitesimally smaller 
balance than forecasted fur the current year, but there are very 
Jarge items to be faced on the disbursement side in the coming 
twelve months, to some of which we shall refer later. Taken as a 
whole, the financial position must be considered in: every way 
satisfactory, and the Administration is to be commended for its 
wise handling of public funds which enables heavy expenditures 
to be faced with no prospect of further taxation of any kind. 

The healthy state of the Colony’s finances will be apparent when 
‘it is borne in mind that the Special War Rate is no longer in opera- 
tion, this meaning a decrease in revenue of well over a million 
‘dollars; that the Opium Monopoly revenue whas shrunk by 
half a million dollars; that well over four lakhs have been 
set aside as ‘special ellowance for: Government servants, pend- 
ing the general revision of ‘their salaries; that big in- 
creases occur in many Government Departments; and that a huge 
development programme is planned, in which- Public Works 
Extraordinary alone account for close on four million dollars, which 
is nearly double the amount provided for in respect of the current 
year. In spite of all this, however, we expect to come out on the 
right side, though His Excellency warns us that the favourable 


". balance may be converted into a deficit when itis known what the 


Government's rice control scheme and the revision of Civil Servants’ 
salaries will cost. Against these uncertain elements, however, we 
must set the fact that'the dollar, for purposes of sterling payments, 
has been converted at the “ very safe rate” of three shillings, 

, Tt is impossible in the space at our disposal to go in detail into 
the various~ points of His Excellency’s speech. We will 
content ourselves at the-moment with a few references to the 

” steps contemplated for the development of the Colony. ‘With the 
war over, it is now possible to push forward many important works 
which have had to be held in abeyance, and this fact largely 
accounts for the big sum being ‘absorbed ‘for Public Works Extra- 
ordinary. It is extremely satisfactory to note that many new areas 

"are being opened by both on tho island ard across the harbour. The 
new roads planned on this side, together with the tramway to 
Wanchai Gap, should induce the erection of many houses, whilst 
on the Kowloon side also the extensiona and improvements should 
have a like effect.. But we hed hoped fora far more definite state- 
ments of the’ measures to be taken for relieving the present acute 
‘housing situation. It is true that the Government is providing mere 
quarters for its own servants and is doing much to open up 
new building sites. But the effects of these" proposals will not be 
felt for a very. considerable time, and meanwhile the problem is 

: becoming increasingly serious. No mention was made by His 

. Excellency, either, of the Government's intention to build for the 
* public. Wo wonder whet has happened to the Kowloon “hotel” 
‘scheme? It was not even referred to. Poasibly, these things are 
~ included’ under the heading of those many important matters not 
yet dealt with, concerning which His Excellency stated that some 
time must etapse before he could place definite proposals before the 
Council. So they may be dealt with later by: a supplementary vote, 
Kowloon. resijents will. note with much satisfaction His 
Excellency’s recognition of the rapid development of the peninsula 
and his promise to. investigate its needs. Considerable sums are 
provided for roads and an improvement. of the water service, and 
-wa.are glad to note that His Excellency singles out the provision 
‘of suitable means of transport and the. erection -of a hospital as 
appearing to be matters “requiring early attention. . With some of 
‘the other aspects of.His Excellency's speech we hope to deal later. 
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NOTES & COMMENTS. 


Not a few people are asking 
whether the Admiralty are going 
to allow H.M.S. Kent to be broken 
up after she passes from the 
Service. It has been made 
definitely public that she is going 
to be sold, after certain valuable 
armaments and fittings bave been 
removed, but there -are many 
people who think that it would 
bea great pity if this fine ship, 
after having played so worthy a 
part in the war, were simply 
broken up and bartered with as 
scrap. We have heard one man, 
encumbered with a sense of 
humour, ask whether it would not 
be a good thing if the Govern- 
ment bought the ship and fitted it 
outias a large floating hotelin order 
tosolve, in part, the acute housing 
question. But we will leave him 
with his joke. ‘There has been 
ono suggestion, however, made to 
us’ by a master mariner who is 
frequently in- and out of: Hong- 
kong, which seems to contain a 
considerable amount of merit. It 
is “notorious that Hongkong 
possesses no proper ‘quarantine 
accommodation, and that ships 
coming into port and placed 
under quarantine regulations 
by the Port Medical Officer have 
to keep’ their passengers on 
board until sueh time as the 
ship is declared free. Suspected 
persons on board, or ‘these under 
observation, have to remain on 
ship, and it is well-known that 
if there are Europeans concerned 
they sometimes do get on shore. 
In 
Ports there’ is official shore 
quarantine accommodation, or 
failing that, a properly fitted up 
hulk. The suggestion is that the 
Government skould acquire the 
Kent and put her to use as a 
quarantine station. The gentle- 
man whose idea we are express- 
ing is of the opinion that the 
cost of fitting it up would not be 
prohibitive, and that the ship 
could be taken and moored 
round at» the back of Stone- 
cutters. 


THE SENTIMENTAL SIDE. ; 
It is years since a — big: 
naval ship like the Kent was 
passed out of Commission in 
Hongkong and an opportunity 
like the present might not occur 
again fora very long time. 
purchase of the ship, the Govern- 
ment would not only provide what 
is, apparently, badly wanted, but 
would: at the same time be the 
means of saving’a very interest- 
ing relic of the Great War. We 
do not profess to be able to judge 
of the practicability of {the sug- 
gestion of our mercantile friend, 
but we do share, in common with 
@ great many other~ people, a 
feeling that it would be a thous- 
‘and pittesif the Kent simply pass- 
ed cut of existence for the sake 
of her metal value. We in 
Hongkong have not many relies 
of the Great War and to have 
preserved among us one of the 
fighting ships that kept the seas 
for us would be a pleasant re- 
flection. Hongkong's very exis- 
tence depends on the freedom of 
the svas and it is to boats like 
the Kent and the men who man- 
ued her that we owe all the 
‘immunity we enjoyed during the 
straggle just past. We shall 
possibly be accused of weak 
s2atimentality in thinking of the 
Kent as. we-do,” but, after all, 
sentiment makes up more than 
half of life’s experiences. . " 


SUSPICIOUS. . 

We have become quite accus- 
tomed to hearing and reading 
reports of Japan assisting the 
Peking Government both with 
money. and munitions.” » Now, 
acgording to a telegram to hand 
yesterday, the Japanese Govern- 
ment has decided on a change of 
policy, the effeet of which is a 
willingness:-on its part to help 
either the Northern or the South- 
ern Government in the manner 
indicated. This, at first blush, 
has'the appearance of a resolve 
by Japan to be perfectly 
impartial in Chinese affairs, But 
is it really so? Looking at the 
matter from another angle, may 
not this néw move, by its very 
nature, Involve a perpetuation of 
the internal strife in China? 
Both sides have | attempted 
to come to a-settlement, but 
we have come to think that 
the situation will only. right 
itself when one or other runs 
short of funds or the. theans with 
which to carry on warfare. But 
with Japan willing to supply 
both essentials to either party, it 
looks as if the struggle may be 
continued indefinitely. What 
Japan's idea is in deciding on 
this new policy, we should not 
care to say, but we do assert that 
no foreign country should, by its 
official acts, do. anything tending 
towards the keeping open of. the 
gulf which divides North China 
from the South. This latest ex- 
ample of Japanese “impartiality” 
looks a triflesuspicious. :

“THE SHADOW OF DEFEAT.

*r, or book since ] came here 
have | met with so much as a 
suzzestion that Germany ‘is not 
avert'town, Her defeat is ex- 
plained. is lamented, is excused; 
but not yet have I seen. it denied. 

In the first days.-or weeks 
after the signing of the armistice 
there may have ‘been some 


“[justification for the belief that 


was current in England as in 
France that the German ration 
did not grasp the-completeness of 
its overthrow and ruin: it may 
have been difficult, almost im- 
possible, for a people kept in 
ignorance. of the desperate con- 
ditions on the front. for a people 
to whom the prowess of its army 
was a Jegend, to realise that the 
once invincibule military machine 


wasin truth at the mercy of its. 


conquerors. Hence the banners 
onthe path of retreating troops, 


the stramers bidding. welcome’ 


“To Our Heroes.” . 7 
Later, with the occupation of 
the Rhineland,’still more perhaps 


with the publication of terms of 


peace that only a conqueror could 
insist on, came- understanding of 
the full extent of the disaster. 
And to-day itis only a question

A SOLDIER'S TRAGEDY. 

They are interesting and some- 
times moving. I sat long the other 
night over the pages of an un-

The German army (he wrote) 
which had not its like in the 
world: from which even its 
enemies could not withhold 
admiration:: which mo man 
might look on without pride and 
a thrill at bis beart: which 
moved to the will of its comman- 
ders “like some mighty pheno- 
Tenon of nature, called into 
bzing by a hand that was greater 
than man’s... So wrote 
a soldier in bitterness» of soul: 
who had.seen the army march 
splendid into Brussels—and seen 
it rot and ‘crumble through the 
years. Till the terrible perfection 
was a memory only. and the 
day came when reluctant and 
mutinous reserves cried insults 
to the men who fought on. Till 
Ludendorff’s messanger, sent hot- 
foot to Berlin. demanded peace 
afid.a speedy peace—since the 
German army was breaking! 

A WAR NOVEL. . 

So far I have sought without 
overmuch success forsamples of 
German war-fiction of the popular 
order; 
stocks them not—for reasons the 
simplest may grasp. They were 
based in their day—they must 
have been based—on the certainty 
of German triumph: and, being 
so founded, would to-day read 
bitterly, ironically. 

In my billet one night] dis- 
covered, by chance, an early-war 
novel on a bookshelf; not liking 
to ask for the loan of it openly. I 
smuggied it upstairs to bed with 
me, and found it much like our 
own nonsense. 

It was an artless little tale 
which reflected pathetically the 


outlook of 1915; ultimate victory

ginald” or plain “Mr. Broughton.” 

THE SILHOUETTE CRAZE. 

Side by side with the literature 
that deals with the tragedy of 
Germany, with the monarchist, 
socialist and military pamphlets, 
is the latest fashion in popular 
art, the “shadow” or “scissors” 
picture—as we call it,. the 
silhouette. 

Evety bookseller’s shop,.every 
art shop displays silhouettes 
by the dozen; originals 
(cheap enough) framed and 
sighed, reproductions and series 
of post-cards. Any and every 
subject is grist to the shadow 
artist's scissors: single figures 
in groups; the coronation of the 
Madonna, the adventures of 
Pierrot, genre pictures, fantasies 
and fairy-tales. 


In silhouette even the invader}. 


is popular, and a recent issue 
portrays with some humour the 
Highlandman . on and off 
duty: . ..: What connection is 
there, ‘I wonder between 
silhouettes and times 
revolution? The black outline 
picture was popularin France at 
the end of theeighteenth century ; 
and in Germany to-day, revolu- 
tionary Germany, it is more than 
popular~-a craze.
